Cluny is fast budding out and, 
providing the enterprising citizens 
continue to come in in the same 
manner as they have the past year 
it will not be long until it may be 
designated a town according to the 
statutes of this province. Up te 
a year ago there was little in Clu- 
ny save a box car station, a gen- 
eral store, postoffice and a section 
house. Today, however, it is a 
real live village and a hive of in- 
dustry. In fact a trip of eight 
miles east of Gleichen will convince 
one that Cluny will soon be one 
of the important points, especially 
when the vast acres of cultivatable 
land are taken into considered. 

On Friday last the Catt man 
paid Cluny a visit and was sur- 
prised to note the many new build- 
ings since his last visit only about 
two months preyious. During that 
short time a second elevator had 
loomed up and several other places 
of business. 

A visit to the elevators is most 
interesting and also pleasant, for 
the managers are most obliging 
and about the best boosters for 
Cluny we met in the place. 

At the Alberta Pacific elevator 
the genial manager said: ‘We are 
doing a fine business here this year, 
and this is one of the beat little 
grain houses in Alberta. Before I 
came here I looked over the com. 
pany’s books and saw the business 
done last year, and I chose this 
one from a long list, for I like to be

in a new elevator and see the busi- 
ness growing. We took in 165,000 
bushele of grain last year in this 
elevator, and the indications are 
certain that more will come into 
Cluny this year. Up to the present 
we have shipped twenty-five car- 
loads of grain from this elevator 
this season and have in the house 
about six cars. Yes, there has 
been fully 45,000 bushele taken in 
here up to today. 

“Cluny is a good point and if 
our business men will show more 
enterprise it will, before long, be a 
town, for we have a district that 
cannot be excelled.’’ 

The manager at Ogilvie’s eleva- 
tor was quite busy, yet a very affa- 
ble gentleman and said his firm 
was doing # good business in Clu- 
ny although their elevator had been 
built only this season, So far this 
geason they bad shipped about 
25,000 bushels of grain and had in 
the elevator about 12,000 bushels. 
He said it was quite surprising to 
note the number of teams that 
hauled grain into Cluny every 
day and he was more pleased to 
say it was nearly all of the best 
quality. 

Up to Friday the grain hauled 
into Cluny this season amounted 
to about 90,000 bushels, the Al- 
berta Pacific handling 45,000, Og- 
ilvies’s 87,000, and there were 
shipped from the track about 8,000 
bushels,

Terrific denunciation of the pres- 
}ent American Jand laws by Congress- 
;man Scott Ferris of Oklahoma, 
chairman of the house committee 
on public lands, was the feature of 
| the third day’s session of the Inter- 
jnational Dry Farming Congress, 
|held at Tulsa, Okla, Ferris re- 
ferred to present laws as crude, irr- 
econciliable, inefficient without uni- 
formity, confusing to the brain of 
the settler, impossible of interpre- 
tation by the layman end a jargon 
of inconsistencies that retard pro 
gress and development. He said 
that the people of the United states 
are today going to the western pro- 
vinces of Canada by tens of thous- 
ands in preference to finding homes 
in the United States largely because 
the Canadian land laws are much 
more liberal than those this side of 
the line. 

“We are glid for our Canadian 
brothers that this is so,’’ the speak- 
er said, ‘but we are sorry for our- 
selves, and it is up to the, congress 
of the United States and to this 
Dry Farming congress to so work 
for the revision of the United States 
laws that they shall at least 
in liberality those prevailing in the 
western provinces of Canada and 
thereby hold our people at home.

Four Months Without Water 

Sheep on the Nebo Naticnal forest, 
Utah, go four and a half months with- 
out water except for such moisture as 
they get fron the dew and the juices 
of forage plants. Grazing sheep on 
a range entirely destitute of water is 
a recent innovation due to the ine 
creasing demand for forage and effort 
of the forest office to find a place on 
the forest ranges for all the stock that 
can be safely admitted. The area on 
the Nebo Which has now proved usa- 
ble by sheep is high and rocky, a por- 
tion of it being above timber line, and 
it hag neither springs nor streams of 
sufficient size or accessibility to be 
used for stock wateriug purposes. The 
grazing season lasts from Juwe 15 to 
October 31, and during t&is period of 
four and a half montis tae an fmals 
do not get a drink. 

Under such conditions, however, the 
sheep have done extremely well, and 
last year's Bs ted from Uiis range had 
an average w@ight at te close of the 
season of 68 pounds on the Chicago 
market, which was rather above the 
normal Weight from tha vicint'y 

In one area on the ‘gargke Brest 
in Idaho sheep get woter onW twice | 
during the four months sammer graz- 
ing seasan. ‘There ig no water on the 
range but the sheep are driven to a 
nearby stream lower down tlte moun-

tainside. Lambs from this range 
weighed 65 pounds on the Chicago 
market,

According to a table of the post of- 
fices in the United States as they were 
Oct, 1, 1880, the whole number of of- 
fices in the United States was 8,610, 
The rates of postage established by 
congress in 1825 were: On a single let- 
ter composed of one piece of paper for 
any distance not exceeding thirty 
miles, G cents; over thirty miles and 
not exceeding eighty miles, 10 cents; 
over eighty miles and not exceeding 
150, 1214 cents; over 150 miles and not 
exceeding 400, 18% cents; over 400 
miles, 25 cents; a letter composed of 
two pieces was charged double these 
rates; of three pieces triple and four 
pieces quadruple these rates. For 


newspapers the rate was 1 cent for | 


100 miles and 114 cents for over 100 
miles.
